HOW MUCH IS TOO MUCH??? There is no 
such thing as a safe drinking level but the 
following guideline suggest how to minimise 
harm, Jt is important to realise that these 
guidelines arc for adults. Teenagers are smaller 
and physically less able to tolerate alcohol- 
Males: up to six standard drinks per day, no more 
than 3 days a week. On. average no more than 4 
standard drinks a day. 

Females:: Up to 4 standard drinks per day, no more 
than j days a vreek- On average no more than 2 
standard drinks a day. 

WHAT IS A STANDARD DRINK??? According 
to the Australian Alcohol guidelines one standard 
drink contains 10g of pure alcohol 
. one glass of mixed drink(3G ml spirits and mixer) 
.one middy vr pot (285 ml) of regular beer

'X!arp are widely believed to have 

detrimental effects on native aquatic 

plants, animals and general river health, 

particularly through their destructive 

feeding habits." 

The WWF has Identified (he Murray Darling as 

been one of the top ten river systems in the world 

under threat with the highest threat on this 

system been outlined as Invasive Species, with 

European Carp at the top of the list. 

"In this river systcm h native fish 
populations have dropped 90% from (heir 
prc-Eumpeau sedJemenl levels. Nine of the 
35 native fish species arc nationally 
'threatened 1 , two are critically endangered, 
and 16 are threatened under slate 
. Jurisdictions.'. In 30 years since its 
introduction, however, the European Carp 
has become the predominant biomass in 
trie Murray-Darling river system. AL many 
sites* carp account for an estima(ed 69- 
90% of the (otal fish biomass. with 
densities as high as one carp per square 
meter/ 1

Following on from this we would go to Waltons 
for pick up of various goods for delivery to customers all 
over the area. Walrons at this staEe consisted of the 
Manager. Office Girl and salesman who doubled as dw 
storenian. A.h he received a bonus for each sale and we 
couldn't load until he was available we usually found 
ourselves Loading after trading had ceased in the store. 
Being winter time this meant delivering alter dart. We 
also fnund that Waltons seldom put the lull address on 
the delivery dockers* so we may find ourselves 
nruceedi ni 1 alnnp High St- (which was about two miles 
lone) and polling into bouses tn ask where Mis Jnnes 
lived and if they knew what number. The normal reply 
to this was ll Oh old Mary Jones, she lives next door to 
the Kelly's and everyone know where they live 11 
Obviously we didn't number among everyone and I 
found myself doubting the old saying "The customer is 
always right.". Took some months to change dus, by 
which rime we knew [he town better, and this mane it 
easier. The point of all Ihisis dun WalLons was a similar 
Store then to I larvey Norman Lcxlay. and the truck could 
be loaded With a nil I house nf furniture plus a number of 
smaller parcels for any number of customers. 
For oul of town customers which could emend to 
Dorrigo, Nauibucca Heads. Worrtgonlga or a number of 
points West Of CofTs Harbour, we usually loaded the 
evening before and left early die next morning picking a 
day which, we hoped woul d be quietest at Rail. 



tmc of these which was In Bel lin j^m area actual ly bei nj2 
close to the Never Never and Promised Land from 
directions given, we actually arrived at a house which 
v*as obviously empty and had been for a considerable 
time and as this was a lull house of furniture including a 
fridge, washing machine, even a hot water system and 
shower, plus bedroom, dining room, an lounge room 
suNcs. we didn't feel inclined to leave it, so toot it hack 
to the store.

provided by Cr Peter Lloyd, Terry Kum, the Shires 
Environment Officer, and the Committee 

1 . Why bm the tip been Inched up? 
Because of misuse by die public, including dumping 
toxic waste, and the lighting of fires. 

2. Why can*l we hs>* ■ key u> tie tip? 
Because there are too many people in Delungra for 
this option to work 

3. Can the tip be opened more hours? 
Yes. if more people volunteer to open the tip. 

4. What about contractors who need to nse 

the facility? 

Unfortunately, ihe> will need to use the ttp during the 
scheduled hours, or else they will have to organise a 
skip for the rubbish. 

On the positive side, the tip is ctcanerpteasantcr and 
has designated areas for each type of rubbish, 
including a pit for dead animals. 
We have had 2 new volunteers., and they didn't have 
the best of starts. They had to pick up and puT in the 
right places a load of rubbish that someone had 
dumped outside the tip. If you were a volunteer, how 
would VOI '! feel about This? Remember, these Ladies 
and men don t jrct paid, and give up their free lime 
for the benefit of the communiiy. Obviously we 
would all like to see HiC tip open more, but without 
more volunteers, we cart H do this- Will you 
volunteer to open the tip Orte day a week, or month "
